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The legislature may authorize counties to increase or decrease the compensation of county judges. 


The legislature may authorize counties to increase or decrease the compensation of county judges,! at least where reduction in 
salary is not designed to take effect during a term of office.” Where a statute expressly authorizes a county to do so, it is not 


void as against public policy for a county to permit a judge to accept less compensation than that fixed by law.
